In a decision mailed by this Office on 21 June 2007, applicants' petition under 37 CFR 
1.47(a) for acceptance of the application without the signature of co-inventor Toshifumi KOCHI 
was dismissed without prejudice for failure to satisfy the requirements of a grantable petition. 

On 21 August 2007, applicants filed a response to the 21 June 2007 decision; the 
response is treated herein as a renewed petition. 

Applicants' 2 1 August 2007 submission includes a declaration executed by the 
previously non-signing inventor Toshifumi KOCHI. Accordingly, the petition under 37 CFR 
1.47(a) requesting acceptance of the declaration without the signature of Toshifumi KOCHI is 
DISMISSED AS MOOT. 

However, a review of the declaration filed on 21 August 2007 reveals that this 
declaration does not comply with 37 CFR 1.497. Specifically, the declaration fails to name all of 
the inventors herein (the sixth inventor, Takeshi MAEDA, is not listed on the declaration). 

The submission of the executed but non-compliant declaration is considered a defective 
response to the previous decision. Accordingly, applicants have ONE (1) MONTH from the 
mail date of this decision to submit a revised declaration executed by previously non-signing 
inventor Toshifumi KOCHI that satisfies the requirements of 37 CFR 1 .497. 

Extensions of time are not available under 37 CFR 1.136(a). 

Failure to file a proper and timely response will result in abandonment of the application.
